Ridge had been accepted by both prosecution 
and defense, filling the places in the jury-box 
left vacant by the sensational discharge last 
week of Solon L. Gates, George T. Wilson, 
and Frederick Rehm. Immediately after the 
three new jurymen had been accepted the 
attorneys held a hurried consultation with the 
court. Then Judge Tuthill annonnced: 

We will now take an adjournment until 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. The three men just 
accepted will be taken to the hotel with the other 
jurymen under the charge of the bailiffs. All the 
men remaining on the special venire will be on 
hand promptly when court opens tomorrow. 

Another Juror Falls Under Suspicion, 

It had been expected that the three accepted 
jurymen would be at once sworn in and that 
Attorney Scanlan would make the opening 
statement for the State when court met in the 
morning. When adjournment was announced, 
with the order that all veniremen not yet ex- 
amined should be present, a stir of excite. 
ment and inquiry ran through the court- 
room, The explanation was not far to seek. 
All day people had been coming and sending 
messages to the attorneys for the State with 
information reflecting on the desirability of 
Juror Henry E. Taylor. It was determined 
to thoroughly investigate these stories before 
swearing in the three accepted jurors. In 
case it is decided to dismiss Taylor it will 
row be possible to secure another man in his 
place without summoning another special 
venire. The delay will also make it possible 
to go thoroughly into the records of the three 
men accepted yesterday before they are sworn 
in. The protest against the retention of Tay- 
lor on the jury became so strong and so gen- 
eral yesterday that it will not be surprising if 
he is challenged for cause this morning. On 
the other hand, that step will not be taken un- 
less the facts are found to be beyond cavil. 

Immediately aftef court adjourned last 
evening Attorneys Wing and Bottum went 
out together to look into the charges pre- 
ferredagainst Taylor. This was done to pre- 
vent any dispute among counsel when: court 
meets this morning. Detectives were also 
dispatched to Oak Park and Park Ridge to 
take a last look at the records of the two jury- 
men accepted yesterday, who had not pre- 
viously been under investigation.

said he had no opinions on the case and from 
his answers such seemied to be the case.

Iowa Tontine Suddenly Ends by Its Chief 
Officers Running Away.

Iowa Tontine Investment company was start- 

od here last June on the plan of the Guaran- 


officers have just been convicted of using the 
mails for fraudulent purposes. The original 
incorporators here were: G. W. Stone, Presi- 
dent; William T. Maddex, Vice-President; 
and F. C. Shryock, Secretary and Treasurer. 
Stone came from Nevada, Mo., whence he 
brought references from two banks. Maddex 
was a train dispatcher at Sedalia, Mo., and 
Shryock was a business-man in Nevada, where 
he was manager of the water company. Stone 
had started the Nevada Investment company, 
and the Iowa Tontine was its successor. 
Nearly 1,300 bonds were sold before the 
managers of the scheme became frightened at 
the conviction of President McDonald of the 
Chicago Guarantee Investment company and 
began to cast about to see how they could 
escape. President Stone is said to have gone 
to Washington and laid the case before 
Assistant Attorney-General Thomas, who said 
it was the most dangerous scheme of the kind 
ever invented, because it was the most plausi- 
ble He ordered the business stopped at once, 
They had already paid fourteen bonds at from 
$115 to $160 each, but they had about $900 
of reserve fund on hand. 
Last Friday the President telegraphed to 
Vice-President Maddex, who was in Barry, 
Ill., locating agencies, telling him to come in 
atonce. On thesame hight Stone and Shryock 
left for parts unknown, taking with them the 
reserve fund and no one knows how much 
more. When Maddex arrived Sunday morn- 
ing he found he had been left to stand the 
brunt of the trouble. He had not 
been advised of the action of the Postoffice 
Department not of the flight of his partners. 
He says that he has furnished most of the 
money to keep the concern going, that they 
have spent $500 of his money and left him 
entirely in the dark. He does not think Stone 
ever went to Washington or that the matter was 
ever laid before Assistant Attorney-General 
Thomas, but that all has been a deliberate 
plan torob him. Heis now closing up the 
affairs of the concern, but all he agrees to do 
is to return to the bondholders the payments 
that have been made since last Saturday.

FOUR DAYS IN PERIL. 


OREW OF THE STORM-BEATEN DREAD- 
NAUGHT 18 sons 


From Thursday Until Monday. the Captain 
and a Brave Companion Drift on Lake 
Michigan Without Food or Shelter, Ex- 
posed to a Terrible Storm—Their Cloth- 

ing Is Cut from Them by the Rescuers

Hospital-WIII Recover, 


MiLwauxxR. Wis., Dec. 4.— [Special. 
Four days and nights without food or sleep, 
clinging to a wreck, exposed.to seas and snow- 
storms until almost frozen to death; such 
was the experience of the crew of the little 
schooner Dreadnaught, who are tonight at 
the Emergency Hospital in this city 
bound up in cotton batting. The Dread- 
naught’s crew, which consisted of Capt. An- 
drew Olson of Washington Island 
and one sailor, Harry Peterson, whose home 
is at No. 431 West Kinzie street, Chicago, 
were rescued today by the steamer Syracuse, 
which left Chicago this morning for 
Buffalo. When thirty miles southeast of 
Racine the lookout on the Syracuse discovered 
the little vessel drifting about in its helpless 
condition. It was a mass of ice from bow to 
stern, 

The crew of the Syracuse at first thought 
it deserted, but drawing nearer saw two 
men on deck covered with ice from head 
to foot. Ropes were thrown them as the Syra- 
cuse came alongside and they were hauled 
aboard. They were nearly dead and the ice 
had to be chopped from their clothing 
before it could be removed. They were pro- 
vided with dry clothing and given stimulants 
until they had somewhat revived. Off this 
port they were transferred to a tug, which 
brought them ashore. They were too overcome 
to walk and in an ambulance they were sent to 
the Emergency Hospital. There they were giv- 
en medical attention and their frostbites were 
dressed, 

Although swollen all over and frostbitten 
in many places their hands are the worst, but 
the doctors think they will be all right within a 
few days. 

The Captain’s Story. 


The Dreadnaught, according to Capt. 
Olson’s story, left Washington Island last 


Milwaukee. Thursday night when the vessel 
was off Milwaukee North Point the wind blew 
a gale. It was impossible to reach Milwaukee, 
as the littie vessel had filled with’ water and 
was uncontrollable. The seas washing over 
the vessel had covered it with ice and the 


anchor could not be lowered. Nothing could 


be done but allow the craft to drift in the wind. 
In its waterlogged condition it was in danger 
of capsizing while still carrying its canvas. 
The sails were frozen stiff so that they could 
not be lowered. Capt. Olson climbed aloft 
on the icy rigging and cut loose the halyards, 
letting the sails fall. As the northwest gale 
increased the seas became heavier, complete- 
ly washing off the cabin, the only’shelter left 
them. The deckload went overboard in the 
seas, and next the hatcbes. In fact the decks 
were swept clean, even to the compass and 
lanterns. The little fog horn was all that was 
saved. 

A heavy snow-storm prevailed Thursday 
night and Friday, which gave little hopes of 
rescue to the men, as a passing vessel would 
have to come very close to discover them. 
They did not give up hope, and while lashed 


continually washing over them, they al- 
ternated in blowing their little fog horn. This 
was kept up through Thursday night, Friday, 
and Friday night, and all the time they were 
drifting further from shore, 


Syracuse to the Rescue. 


Saturday morning the weather cleared, the 
wind had shifted, and they were carried back 
towards shore. Several vessels were seen at 
long distances. There came within a mile to 
the west of thema big steam barge. They 
blew their horn, but were not heard nor seen, 
for the barge was soon outof sight. Satur- 
day afternoon they had drifted in sight of 
land again. When darkness came Saturday 
night they had lost hope, as the wind had 
shifted to the west, and once more they were 
carried, out into the lake. Sunday passed 
without any hope and before them was the 
fourth night of peril and suffering. 

It was freezing allthe time and they were 
covered with ice. Then their long siege with- 
out sleep or food began to tell on them. But 
each continued to encourage the other. It 
was not long after daylight this morning 
when they sighted the Syracuse. Until taken 
aboard thé Syracuse they did not know within 
fifty miles of where they were. The stimu- 
lants and food given them on the Syracuse 
were the first they had had since last Thursday 
afternoon. 

Capt. Olson is 50 years of age, and Peter- 
son 25. Capt. Olson owned a half interest in 
the Dreadnaught and Anton Wheeler of She- 
boygan the other half. 


STEAMER WHEELER IS BREAKING UP. 


Cargo Is Ordered Overboard and Assist- 
ance Is at Hand, 

Micurean Crrr, Ind., Dec. 4.—Lying half a 
mile from shore and three miles east of here 
the big steamer F. W. Wheeler, which strand- 
ed Sunday morning in the snow-storm, pre- 
sents the appearance of a huge iceberg. It is 
broadside to the beach. The northwest storm 
of last night made waves which washed clear 
over it and the water froze asit fell, complete- 
ly covering everything on deck and coating the 
rigging far up. The weather side of the boiler- 


house and cabin is gone. The Mock- 
ing Bird arrived here tonight. As dark- 
ness was so near nothing was done, 


and the two Chicago tugs with steam pumps 
are expected to be here tomorrow. Capt. 
Trotter has hopes that the boat can be saved 
if the weather remains favorable and the car- 
go is soon jettisoned. The hold is fuil of 
water. Marine men bere are very much in- 
clined to believe that the steamer will be a 
total loss.

So | will say to my friend who 
works or rather who did work, for I think he 
must be out of a job now [laughter f one of the 
oflicers of a steel concern told me that 10,000 of 
his men were out of work, and that means 50,000 
mouths to feed, counting tive to each family. 
The ad valorem duty is about like this: They 
soll for $12 a ton in England. they add 25 per 
cent, which is $3, and they can sell them here 
for $15 a toa, if my arithmetic is right, and it is 
no protection tothe workingman because with 
the Wilson bill in power and written upon the 
statute books you have either got to buy rails 
in England or you have to make them here, and, 
if you do. you have to pay less wages than you ever 
did before. I 1 make that proposition and 
submit it to any intelligent man, regardless of 
his politics, that yon can't made another ton of 
steel rails in this country unless you pay less for 
wages than zou did hefore or you do now. The 
laboring men of Pittsburg who compose the 
Amalgamated Association of Ironworkers have 
agreed that in case there is a Wilson tariff they 
will make a reduction in wages. The windew- 
glass makers, a set of workmen not to be over- 
looked, have also agreed to let their employers 
retain one-third of their salary, and in case of a 
reduction of the tariff they will make a reduction 
in their wages. 


Labor Must Get Reduced Pay.

Turning Out New American Citizens.

alization papers to foreign-born citizens— 
Scandinavians, Italians, Poles, Bohemians, 
and Russians. There were not many Ger- 
mans, Irish, or British. The papérs were is- 
sued on cards furnished by the political com- 
mittees. About 2,000 applied, but not more 
than 1,200 papers were issued. The 
examinations, exéept by Judges Payne 
and Hanecy, were of the most 
sory character. Judge Brown sat 
the County Court to issue final papers 
to about 150 Scandinavians who were pre- 
sented under the auspices of the Scandinavian 
Naturalization club of the Twenty-third Ward.

registered. Lists will be made of the new 
votera registered and an independent canvass 
will be made later to discover their identity 
and whereabouts, 

The Democrats are chagrined because the 
Seventh Ward has slipped from their control. 
They will make desperate efforts to regain it 
anda big campaign barrel will be furnished for 
that purpose, and, strange to say, it is pro- 
posed to use it among the Hebrew voters, 
where suceess is unlikely. 


Democrats United and Spending Money. 


Some of the committeemen were yesterday 
talking a little too much about success, and 
were rather too confident. ‘*‘ The Demo- 
erats, said Mr, Magerstadt, have settled 
their quarrels, They have plenty of money 
and they are fighting as they only fight after 
getting licked.” 

The Executive committee reported ‘“ noth- 
ing done as usual last night. The commit- 
tee seems to devote most of its time to listen- 
ing to foreign-born patriots who profess to be 
able to deliver batebes of the votes of their 
countrymen to Mr. Swift, and to labor agita- 
tors who promise to deliver their associates.

POISONED FOR MONEY. 


STRANGE EXPERIRNOE OF A 80UTH 
SIDE POLITICIAN. 


He Charges Two Friends with Trying to 
Pour a Deadly Decoction Down His 
Throat While He Is Asleep—Sualphuric 
Ether and Tincture of Aconite and 
Opium Found in a Bottlee—A Druggist 
Corroborates Part of the Story—Ap- 
peals of a Sister of One of the Culprits 
for Mercy. 

William Sullivan and George Johnson were 
locked up at the Cottage Grove Avenue Sta- 
tion at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon charged 
with attempting. to murder John B. Ryan, 
proprietor of a restaurant and saloon at No. 
149 Twenty-second street, and the means se- 
lected cousisted of a mixture of sulphuric 
ether, tincture of opium, and tincture of 
aconite, which the men procured at Kmg’s 
drug store, Wabash avenue and Twenty-sec- 
ond street, an hour before the attempt 
charged was made on Mr. Ryan’s life. Fri- 
day evening Mr. Ryan attended the primary 
election at which he was chosen a delegate to 
the Democratic city convention. After the 
caucus he, with a number of political friends, 
sat down in his place of business to talk over 
the prospect for Saturday’s convention and it 
was 6 o'clock in the morning before the 
gathering dispersed. When his friends had 
gone Mr. Ryan lay down on a table in the 
rear of his saloon for a short sleep. 
About 8 o’clock he was awakened by some 
one who was unbuttoning his overcoat. In 
his shirt bosom was a $200 diamond pin. 
He says he looked up and saw Sullivan lean- 
ing over him, and, thinking that he was about 
to play some practical joke, told him to go 
away, for he wanted to get some sleep before 
the convention. Sullivan then went out into 
the barroom and Ryan again fell asleep. Sul- 
livan, after hanging around the bar fora 
time, went out in company wifh Johnson. 

Swallowed Poison While Asleep. 

Later they are said to have entered the 
place from the rear, for in half an hour, 
Mr. Ryan claims, he was again awakened. 
Looking up Mr. Ryansays he saw Johnson 
and Sullivan bending over him, the latter 
holding a bottle in his hand. At the same 
time he became aware that some liquid was 
trickling down his chin. He sprang up and 
knocked the phial from Sullivan’s hand. The 
latter dodged under the table and Ryan 
picked up the bottle. Seeinga poison label 
onithe hastened to rinse his mouth’ and 
drank a quantity’ of sult and water. The 
emetic took effect at once and to that 
fact Ryan thinks he owes his life. 
of his lips, gums, and chin which had come in 
contact with the liquid, he says, were entirely 
devoid of sensation and are still so to a cer- 
tain extent. While Mr. Ryan and his bar- 
tender were trying to counteract the effects of 
the poison Sullivan and Johnson escaped and 
eluded detection until Officers Foley and Me- 
Grath of the Cottage Grove Avenue Station 
found them near the McAvoy brewery yester- 
day afternoon. 


His Assailants Were Old Friends. 


“It would not hurt me so much,”’ said Mr. 
Ryan last night. had I not tried hard to be- 
friend the two men who, I believe, iatended 
to murder, or, at least, to rob me. Some 
months ago I put in two solid daysin an en- 
deavor to get Sullivan a position on the har- 
bor police. I had influential friends at work 
with me, but those who had the positions in 
tneir gift told me the man was not worthy, 
and now I believe they were right. Later I 
tried to get Sullivana place in the City Fire 
Department, with which I was connected for 
eight years, and was still at work when this 
occurred.“ 

Of Johnson nothing is known save that he 
had applied to Mr. Ryan for small loans on 
the plea that he was out of work and without 
resources and had received them. 

At King's drug store it was said that the 
two men had entered the store early Saturday 
morning and asked fora strong mixture of 
ethef and tincture of opium, stating that they 
owned a livery stable on Twenty-fohrth street 
and had a sick horse. It is claimed at thestore 
that no third 11 was 1 into the two 
ounce vial. City Physician Forrest B. Todd, 
who attended Mr. Ryan, says he is confident 
that either aconite or a strong solution of co- 
caine was present. The action of such a 
poison he said would account for the be- 
numbed condition of the parts touched by the 
liquid. Thetheory that a third ingredient 
was introduced is also borne out by the state- 
ments of the druggist, who claims that the

HOW TO AID THE UNEMPLOYED, 


Presbyterian Social Union Considers the 
City’s Industrial Condition. 

The industrial condition of thé city was the 
topic at the fifty-seventh meeting of the Pres- 
byterian Social Union of Chicago at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel last evening. It was pre- 
sented ina three-fold aspect by W. T. Stead, 
who spoke of the unempleyed as seen through 
his searching vision, by Miss Florence Kelly, 
Chief Factory and Tenement-House Inspec- 
tor. who treated of the overem ployed, and by 
Prof, Graham Taylor of the Chair of Sociol- 
ogy of the University of Chicago on relief and 
charitable efforts. The Rev. Dr. Thomas D. 
Wallace, the retiring President, was Chair- 
man of the evening. With him at the main 
— durmg the dinner that preceded the 

hes were the President-elect, the Rev. 

Phonan C. Hall, the speakers, President 
Coulter of ke Forest University, 
the Rev. H. A. Johnson, : a 
pastor-elect of the Forty-first Street 
Church, the Rev. J. P. Hall, W. A. Olmstead, 
Robert F. Goldsmith, the Rev. James G. 
Inglus, and Frank J. Smith. There were 175 
ladies and gentlemen at the dinner. W. T. 
Stead was the first speaker and he was given 
a hearty reception. He opened his subject 
with a graphic picture of the scenes at r- 
rison Street Station and the corridors of the 
City Hall that he witn the 
prece di night.

In Paris and London better care 
is taken of these unfortunates than in Chica- 
go.

TO JUDGE FAT STOCK. 


AMERICAN SHOW BEGINS ITS ANNU- 
AL EXHIBITION TODAY. * 


Horse Building at the Stock-Yards to Be 
Used This Year—Breeders Who Have 
Made Entries—Plans for Great Exhibi- 
tions to Be Put in Force in the Future 
Forme? Exhibitions in the Old Bulld- 
ing on the Lake-Front—Officers and 
Superintendents. | 

Although yesterduy was the date announced 
for the opening of the American Fat Stock 
Show at the Union Stock-Yards there were 
not many animals on exhibition, and today 
will really be the first day of the show. The 
first awards will be made thisafternoon. The 
managers do not expect as great an exhibi- 
tion as they have given in former years. The 
present affair is given more to keep up the 
organization than for any other reason. 

The first fat stock show was held in the Ex- 
position Building in November, 1879, a co- 
temporaneous event with the big reception 
that was given in the city to Gen. Grant upon 
his return froin a trip around the world. 
Annually the show was held in the same 
place up to and including 1891. From an 


exhibit of fat stock it became also an exhibit } 


of horses of all varieties. Such high jumpers 
as Filemaker, Roseberry, and others were 
brought here as special features, 

The demolition of the old Lake-Front Ex- 
position Building forced the American Fat 
Stock Show out, and last year tem- 
porary quarters at the Stock-Yards 
were occupied. This year the show is 
located in a big building constructed for 
horse sales.

holding the show down-town, and in that

| RIDES TWO MILES BENEATH A TRAIN. 


Found Clinging to a Chain with Hands 
Frozen to the Iron. 

John H. Morris, an Illinois Central switch- 
man, rode two miles early yesterday morning 
hanging toa chain beneath the tender of an 
Illinois Central engine that was drawing a 
passenger train. A few ‘minutes before 3 
o’clock Morris, who lives at Burnside) stood 
on the platform of the station at Kensington.

EXCHANGE FOR SCIENTIFIC VIEWS. 


One of the Results of the World’s Faire 
Prof. Atwater’s Work. 

Mrppietown, Conn., Dec. 4.—Among the 
many important results of the World’s Fair 
will probably be the formation of an Interna- 
tional Scientific Exchange for the prompt in- 
terchange of scientic- information. At the 
international conference of chemists, held in 
Chicago during the Fair, Prof. W. O. Atwater 
of Wesleyan University made én address in 
which he presented the subject of such an 
exchange of the results of research in 
chemistry. Arrangements were made by 
the congress for the appointing a commttee 
of chemists from the different countries of 
Europe as well as from the United States to 
take measures for the accomplishment of the 
purpose named. Within the last two years 
Prof. Atwater has made two visits to Europe 
under che authority of this department for 
the profnotion of the enterprise. His consul- 
tation# with the leading chemists in England, 
France, Germany, Belgium, Holland, Switz- 
erland, Austria, and Russia have brought out 
the fact that there is a general feeling among 
scientists that efforts should be aie for the 
more speedy dissemination of full and accu- 
rate information of the results of inquiry, es- 
pecially in certain lines in which the present 
agencies are by no means adequate. A con-

no longer observed orenforced. In the circu- 
lar the Governor says: 

By this legislation the man out of work and 
penniless is classed with “confidence mon and 
under this statute and city ordinences of similar 
import, thousands of men. guilty of no crime but 
poverty, intent upon no crime but that of secking 
employment, have languished in the city prisons 
of Ransne or performed unrequited toil on rock 
piles as municipal slaves. have noticed in 
police court reports that sleeping in a box car“ 
is among the varietics of this heinous crime of 
being poor. Some Police Judges have usurped 
the sovereign power not permitted the highest 
functionaries of the States or of the nation. and 
victims of the industrial condition have been per- 
emptorily “ ordered to leave town.“ 

The Governor calls attention to the fact 
that the right to go freeiy from place to place 
in search of employment or even in obedi- 
ence to a mere Whim is part of the personal 
liberty guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States to every human being on Amer- 
ican soul, Even voluntary idleness is not for- 
bidden. He declares that ordinances com- 
pelling a culprit to work out a police court 
fine as a municipal slave and authorizing 
rock piles and. bull pens solely as a 
means of collecting a debt are in flagrant 
Violations of constitutional prohibitions. He 
says the rock pile and bull pen” are 
twin relics of the departed auction block era 
and should cease to disgrace the cities of 
Kansas. In conclusion he says: | 

And let the dawn of Christmas day find the 
rock pile, the bull pen, and the crime of being 
homeless and poor obsolete in all the cities of 
Kansas governed by the motropolitan police act. 
It is contidently expected that their own regard 
for constitutional liberty and their humane im- 
pulses willinduce police commissions to carry 
out the spirit as well as the letter of the forego- 
ing suggestions, 


GRAND ISLAND (NEB.) BANK CLOSED, 


Citizens’ National Goes to the Wall Owing 
to Slow Collections. 

GRAND ISLAxp, Neb.. Dec. 4.—People hav- 
ing business with the Citizens’ National Bank 
in this city this morning found the bank door 
closed and the following notice posted: 

Owing to slow collections the Board of Direct- 
ors of this bank have ordered the same to be 
closed, G. A. MOHRENSTECHER, Cashier. 

In less thaa an hour the street was crowded 
with crowds of depositors. H. A. Koenig, 
President of the bank, was seen, but would 
say nothing as to the financial condition of 
the bank beyond that the cash on hand had 
gone below the legal reserve. Bank Exam 
iner J. M. Griffith has telegraphed that he 
will arrive tonight. ‘Large holdings of real 
estate, slow collections of farm and other 
loans are supposed to have been factors in 
the bank’s condition, which was aggravated 
by a large withdrawal of deposits. The 
Street railway company is closely connected 
and it is feared will be seriously affected. 
There have been no runs on any of the other 
banks. 

The Citizens’ was the oldest bank in the 
city, was organized in 187i, and had a capi- 
tal stock of $60,000. The directors are: 
John L. Means, O. A. Abbott, Gustave Koch- 
ler, Henry A. Koenig, William A. Hagge, A. 
H. Baker, and George A. Mohrenstecher.

TRUSTEES TO BE REIRGANIZED ON A 
FIXED BASIS SATURDAY. 


Certain Changes to Be Made to Meet the 
Wishes of the Chief Douor Nearly 
$2,000,000 Worth of Displays Given and 
$200,000 Spent for Purchases=Large 
Stock Subscriptions Looked for Jan, 1. 
Park Board May Have to Sue the 
Fair Directors for Damages. 


Chairman Walker has decided to calla 
meeting next Saturday of the Columbian 
Museum trustees. The board will be re- 
organized in accordance with the wishes 
of the larger donors, a permanent name 
adopted, and the affairs of the enterprise 
shaped generally an perma gent lines. It 
will be the beginning ofthe fixed organiza- 
tion, and within a few weeks thereafter offi- 
cers will be elected. 

Since the Exposition closed the old 
Board of Trustees has been busy selecting and 
securing donations for the museum, Sever- 
al trustees have been at the park daily. They 
have not had a chance to meet and compare 
notes, and find what was the best thing to be 
done. Meanwhile, however, conferences 
have been held with Marshall Field, George 
M. Pullman, Mrs. George Sturges, and other 
arge donors of money. Their wishes have been 
ascertained as to what persons they desire to 
have on the board tohandle the money and 
conduct the work. The present board con- 
sists of fifteen members. When they meet 
next Saturday a by-law will be adopted pro- 
viding for resignations and the filling of va- 
cancies. 
and the trustees not on it will be expected to 
retire, and others be elected to their places. 

It has been settled the name of the muscum 
shall be the Field Columbian Museum.“ 
This of course is intended to use Mr. Field's 
name as the one who really put the enterprise 
on a basis fer success. It also will retain the 
memorial featuré of the Exposition. The 
trustees will adopt the new name and the 
new board will refer it with by-laws, etc., to 
a meeting of the incorporators, and that will 
end the fixing of the organization and the 
naming of the enterprise. After that perma- 
nent officers will be elected. 

The $1,000,000 in donations of Exposition 
stock, it is expected, will be reached by Jan. 
1. Every day the Continental National Bank 
gathers in a few hundred shares, 103 being 
received yesterday, making a total of 81.432 
shares. Before Mr. Field’s $1,000,000 be- 
comes available 200,000 shares must be do- 
nated. _ 

With the actual subscriptions come a num- 
ber of promises, There are indications that 
the corporations holding large blocks of 
stock will donate liberal portions of it at the 
beginning of the year. The Chicago City 
Railway company, through President George 
H. Wheeler, has promised to give 10,000 
shares Jan. J. V. Farwell & Co. have 
promised 1,000 shares at the same time, and 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rail- 
way will give 5,000 shares. These donations 
alone would make 97,000 shares. In the 
meantime it is expected many smaller sub- 
scriptions will be turned in. 

The hunt for exhibits in Jackson Park con- 
tinues with new treasures secured each day. 
Altogether nearly $2,000,000 worth of dis- 
plays have been given, while $200,000 has 
been spent in purchases.

MAY HAVE TO SUE FOR DAMAGES, 


Fair Directory Will Not Pay South Park 
Board Anything Like $441,000, 

The South Park Commissioners, at their 
conference today with representatives of the 
World’s Fair Directory, will receive cold com- 
fort in reference to their demand for $441,- 
000 in ‘cash in case they accept the Exposi- 
tion buildings and grounds and relieve the 
directors from obligations to the Commis- 
sioners. This was decided upon yesterday at 
a conference between President Higinbotham, 
Solicitor-General Edwin Waiker, and General 
Manager Graham. President Higinbothain 
hug insisted the South Park Commission- 
ers should agree to quit eyen, without asking 
for anything to boot.“ Mr. Walker is of 
the same opinion. They both insist the bene- 
fits. to the park exceed the damages, and if 
they consent to pay anything it will be much 
less than $100,000, and that only as a means 
of relieving the corporation of further ex- 
pense. If the Park Board does not ‘wish to 
accept these terins it is not unlikely the Com- 
missioners will be told to go into the courts 
and sue for damages. 

Mr. Graham has figured out $2,000,000 of 
permanent improvement beneficial for park 
purposes. Some of the directors do not 
think the amount is so much, but consider the 
demand of the South Park Board of half a 
million dollars as wholly unreasonable. As 
the situation stands, the Exposition company 
is under a bond of $100,000 to carry out the 
terms of this ordinance, which were the re- 


/moval of the main buildings by May, 1895, 


and the State buildings one year earlier. The 
bond was given on the supposition that there 
would be damages in excess of benefits. The 
directors now claim damages, as such can be 
collected only when they are in excess of the 
benefits. It is on that proposition the Park 
Commissioners will be given the alternative 
of accepting the terms of the Exposition com- 
pany or seeking redress in the courts. 

The schedule which will be presented at the 
conference this afternoon will be similar to 
the one advanced at the last meeting, but will 
be more in detail. New items of improve- 
ment have been discovered in the value of the 
work of excavation, which had not before 
been figured upon. Commissioners Russell 
and Donnersberger at the last meeting would 
not recede from their position one jot, and it 
they are as firm today in their conviction of 
what is right there is a chance of either a 
very abrupt meeting or a lively one. 


Snow Damages to the Building. 

The east slope of the roof of the west nave of 
Manufactures Building hadits skylight riddled 
from end to end by thesnow-storm. Through 
these openings will pour more snow and perhaps 
rain, The rain and melted snow will run through 
the gallery to the main floor and flood it. Gen- 
eral Manager Graham and Chief Allison agreed 
yesterday that no repairs be attempted.

The 
damage done to the Agricultural Building is of a 
much more aggravated kind. Notonly aré the 
panes of giass in the skylights knocked out, but 
the whole framework of the skylights is torn 
out. The damage to this building by this one 
storm was greater than all the damage it sus- 
tained during last winter. 


Fair Sued for $25,000.

were among the sights in Machinery Hall. The 

laintiffs say the Fair failed to furnish suf- 
Reient power for one of the cranes and the 
electric machinery was damaged by ‘rain and 
snow which came through the roof.

MARTIN’S PROPERTY IS NAR BRIGHTON, 


The Quarter Section Was Bought a Half 
Century Ago and Is Quite Valuable.  ~ 

Edward Martin, the millionaire philanthro- } 
pist who died Sunday at Rod Hook, N. J., 
owned the 160 acres of land to the souttiwest 
of Brighton and about half a mile east of 
Elsdon. The land is bounded by Forty- 
seventh street on the north, Fifty-first street * 
on the south, California avenue on the east,, 
and Kedzie avenue on the west. It comprises 
a completo quarter section, and, although only 
devoted to the growth of potatoes, cabbages, 
and other vegetables, is now valued at 8400, 
000. This land Mr. Martin was for a long 
time anxious to present to the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church of Chicago, but he attached cer- 
tain conditions with which the body has never 
been able to comply. When Mr. Martin pur- 
chased the quarter section it eost $200, or 
$1.25 an acre. That was in the early 40. 

Although Mr. Martin never resided in Chi- 
cago he was a member of the Reformed Epis- 
copa! Church of America, which was founded 
in Chicago about the time he first made a trip 
to this part of the cquntry, and he was greatly 
interested in its progress. After a time when 
the land had increased in value to $250,000 
he agreed to give it to the church providing 
a like amount Should be raised to build a the. 
ological seminary to be known as the Martin 
University. 

S. H. Kerfoot, the real estate man, was 
agent for Mr. Martin along about 1852 and 
1853. Mr. Kerfoot yesterday remembered 
Mr. Martin asa quiet, courteous man with 
affable manners and upright character. Mr.

So I am 
strongly of opinion that the statement in the 
accounts of his death to the effect of his having 
land in every county in Illinois and aggregat- 
ing several millions in value is a mistake.’ 

tdward Martin came to Chicago about 
1835. At the age of 17 years he had neither 
money nor near relatives, and he first found 
employment with the West Point Foundry 
Association in New York. While with the 
company he rose tu the position of manager 
and assisted in the construction of the famous 
old John Bull engine, which was on exhibition 
at the World's Fair. It took him three weeks to 
come to Chicago from New York. He was 
then in the service of the Ametican Fur com- 
pany, and he made fourteen trips in a birch 
canoe from end to end of Lake Michigan. 
Being present at the first sale of public land 
in Chicago, he made the purchase of the quar- 
ter section near Brighton Park which is nows 
valuable, and unless his will is otherwise thi

NEWYORKCUTSRATES 


GOTHAM BANKERS LOANING MONEY 


IN THE LOOAL FIELD. 


Now the Chicago Money-Lenders Have 
Stopped Sendieg Funds East- Every In- 
dication of a Bull Market at the Stock 
Exchange Every Security Traded in 
Advanced = Industrials Particularly 
Strong = New York® Exchange De- 


clines. 


New York exchange for the first time in 
several weeks has declined below the shipping 
point. It sold yesterday at 60 per cent, and 
the stream of currency which has so long 
been flowing toward the East has stopped. 
There are some interesting facts in connec. 
tion with this decline inthe rate of New York 
exchange just at the present time, For some 
weeks money has been flowing into the Chi- 
cago banks at a tremendous rate, These 
banks were getting 6 and 7 per cent for their 
loans and disliked to reduce that rate, as they 
would have to if they attempted to force 
money enough out to use this rapidly accu- 
mulating surplus. Instead of doing that they 
sent the money on to New York as fast as it 
came in, calculating that it was better to take 
2 per cent on a large New York balance and keep 
rates on their Chicago loans up to6 and 7 per 
cent than it would be to reduce all the rates suf- 
ficiently to put the entire amount of money out 


at home. 


That worked well enough for a while, but it 
resulted in piling up in New York more money 
than was ever accumulated there before. Of 
course all of New York's accumulation did not 
come from this quarter, but a great part of it 
did. From Aug. 12 to last Saturday there was 
an increase of the money held by the New York 
banks from $176,000,000 to $197,000,000, 
Within the same dates there was a change of 
from $16,000,000 deficit in the legal reserve to 
$76,000,000 surplus. Of course this increase 
meant that the New York banks must use extraor- 
dinary efforts to earn interest on this great ac- 

lation, as they were paying 2 per cent on a 

that to Chicago bank - 

ers. To do that they have within the last few days 
entered the Chicago field and have been sharply 
cutting under Chicago bankersin making local 
loans. Itcan be authoritatively stated that six 
months money has been loaned in Chicago by a 
New York bank at 3 per cent. That is excep- 
tional, but there has been a large number of 
loans made well under the lowest rates that the 
Chicago.banks would accept. The local banks 
have now got awake to the situation and have 
concluded that it is no 1 a profitable scheme 
that they might draw 

2 per cent on it while that enabled the New York 
bankers to invade the local field and demoralize 
rates. So the stream of money toward New York 
has stopped and the prospect for some low rate 
loans being made direct by the local bankers has

Extra Hazardous Risks Upon Which Are 
Issued Alleged Sazardous Policies= 
Company Not Admitted in Any State

The Anchor Insurance company of London has 
receatly-been made defendant in a Superior Court 
suit which will bring out some facts ot interest 
to dealers in that ¢vanéscent commodity known 
as “wildcat’’ insurance.

establishment was destroyed in the Nicollet 
Island fire of last August. The risk was extra 
hazardous evidently. and the. policies matched 
it, judging from a receipt for ptemiums which 
will figure as evidence. This receipt shows that 
a premium of $35 was paid for each of three 
policies pf $500, one issued by the Anchor of 
London, another by the Anchor of some place in 
this country, and the third in the Citizens’. The 
policies were placed in the usual roundabout 
manner and the Chicago attotney who is making 
the loss claim on the Anchor company has had 
some little difficulty in finding the person who 
hag the honor of representing this company. Itis 
usually the case that a representative of an insur- 
ance company is the seeker instead of the sought. 
The Anchor compauy is not recognized in correct 
insurance circles and the State law discriminates 
against companies not admitted to the State. 


The Anchor of London is not admitted to this or 


any other State, and has no intentions of being 
admitted.

duty on circulation be reduced 50 per cent, to 
equal a quarter of 1 per cent per annum. In 
favor of these amendments he says no good 
reason can exist at present for depriv- 
ing the banks or the business interests 
of the country of the additional circula- 


government bonds, the authority for which is 
not so clear as it should be, while the bonds 
authorized are disadvantageous to the govern- 
ment both as to the time of their maturity and 
rate of interest. The President did not add 
the obvious recommendation that any and all 
bonds issued hereafter should be made pay- 
able in gold.

OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

An unusual amount of space is devoted by 
the President in his message to a statement of 
the information contained in the department 
reports and particularly to the relations of the 
government with foreign powers. Though 
some of these relations have been of a per- 
plexing nature the President is of opinion 
they are not so embarrassing that they cannot 
be settled upon the basis of right and justice. 

In the Brazilian disturbance our naval force 
is off Rio Janeiro only as an observer, watch- 
ing American interests. The President does 
not see that the insurgents can establish any ‘ 
valid claim to the consideration of being 
recognized as belligerents and hence the act of 
Admiral Stanton iu saluting Admiral Mello’s 
fleet is disavowed, although the former has 
made an explanation of the act sufliciently 
explicit in the view of Secretary Herbert to 
justify his reinstatement.

JAXON SAYS HE HAS NO CLAIM, 


Commotion in the Council Over an Allow- 
ance of $1,527—Committee Scored, 

There wasashort session of the Council 
last evening and the most important matter 
that came before it was a communication of 
Henri Jaxon in reference to a claim allowed 
in his name at the last meeting and amount- 
ing to $1.527. The matter was introduced by 
Ald. Tripp, who said: 

1 voted against that bill because I didn’t think 
a bill of that kind should be allowed. I was 
utterly astounded today when . Jaxon came 
to me and congratulated me on having voted 
against it. informing me he has no claim 
against the city and knew nothing of 
such a claim until last Tuesday morni 
when he read of it in the newspapers. The bill 
is false and a fraud. Mr. Jaxon says he never ap- 
peared before the Finance committee. There is 
evidence of a gross incompetency or a vast: 
amount of cerruption somewhere, and the sooner 
it is sifted out the better. 

IJ have no objection to the reconsideration of 
the matter, said Chairman Madden of the Fi- 
nance committee. Indeed, if Ald. Tripp had 
not asked a reconsideration I should have 
done so. 4 gentleman came to me last 
week and said something was the 
matter. He said at tbe right time 
he would not tell me what it was. I do not 
ask the payment of any bill which Ido not con- 
sider just and right. I told the Mayor Saturday 
I intended to ask a reconsideration of the claim 
tonight, informing him what I knew. He will, I 
am sure, bear me out in the statement.“ 

“ The Chair does,“ said the Mayor. I will 
state that Mr. Jaxon came to me Saturday, ask- 
ing permission to see certain documents. After- 
wards he told me he had no claim. I was as- 
tonished, and went to the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, who was astonished that any such 
warrant had ever gone through his department.” 

At this point the resolution to pay the bill was 
reconsidered and Ald. O'Neill moved its refer- 
ence to the Finance committee for thorough in- 
vestigation. 

I do not believe any blame should be attached 
to members of the Finance committee, said Ald. 
Mann. It seems the Finance committee has 
been imposed on by a bill which the man in 
whose favor it is drawn denounces as fraudulent 
and dishonest.”

Leak rug Morford Goes to Its As- 
sistance, and the Men on the Crowell 
Jump to the Ice-Covered Deck of the 
Companion BoateValued at $16,000— 
No Insurance, ; 


Five men, the Captain and crew of the tug 
W. R. Crowell, passed the longest hour of 
their lives Sunday night face to face with 
death. The tug, which was owned by the 
Dunham Towing company, left Chicayo ear- 
ly Saturday afternvan in company with the 
tug P. T. Morford to go to the assistance of 
the gtranded steamer F. W. Wheeler. The 
Crowell was in charge of Capt. Fay Nyman 
and carried a crew of four men. 
river the boats struck rough work. A heavy 
sea was running and the wind blowing half a 
hurricane. For a time the boats kept within 
sight of one another, but toward dark they 
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became separated. Shortly after 5 o'elock 
Engineer Dyckman rushed into the pilot- 
house with the startling information that the 
tug had sprung aleak forward and that the 
water was rising in thetug at a rapid rate. The 
Captain hurried below, and with every mem- 
ber of the crew except the helmsman at- 
tempted to stop the leak. The pounding of 
the sea and the ice had started a seam and the 
water was pouring through in a large stream. 
The boat was at once laid to and the pumps 
put to work, but they made little impression 
upon the depth of the water. A few minutes 
more and the water had reached the fires and 
the pumps were useless. 3 
Then the crew knew that its situation was 
desperate. Alone upon the great lake—for 
aught any knew the Morford might be miles 
away— the night so dark no one could see the 
length of the boat; the small boat and life 
saving apparatus coated inches deep with ice; 
and the tug rapidly settling toward the bottom

It 
was the Morford, and the five desperate men 
yelled with all their might. The Captain of 
the Morford had seen the lights of the help- 
less boat and heard the cry. He changed his 
course and bore down upon the Crowell. 

To get the men off wasa desperate under- 
taking. Both boats were coated with 
The Crowell was rolling and pitch- 
ing heavily about. The wind and the 
sea made the Morford slow in answering 
its helm. But Capt. Cullnan and Chief Engi- 
neer and Wrecking Master Johnson, who were 
on the Morford, were ready to take any 
chances. The Morford was brought close 
under the Crowell's lea side. An instant later 
the Crowell ran on a swell and Capt. Nyman 
and Steward William Heath jumped to the icy 
deck of the Morford. On the next swell En- 
gineer Dyckman was to follow, but the swell 
was short and as he reached the rail the boats 
fellapart. Dyckmanclung to the rail, in 
constant danger of being swept overboard, 
until another swell threw the boats together 
again. then he jumped and was caught by 
Capt. Nyman. The next trial was also suc- 
cessful and Charles Williams, fireman, and 
Daniel McNulty, fireman, were safe on board 
the Morford.

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from its fast sinking consort. Fifteen min- 
utes after the men were rescued a huge wave 
struck the Crowell, its stern raised high in air, 
and the boat shot head first to bottom. 

A buoy was set to mark the spot where the 
tug lay and the Morford steamed back to Chi- 
cago. 8 
Capt. Nyman was seen yesterday at the 
Dunham company’s office. He said: 

It was a close shave for us. The thermometer 
was below zero, ice forming every minute, and 
the boat going rapidly down. We felt pretty 
shaky while waiting for the Morford to show u 
and were mighty glad when we saw its lights. 
think the pounding of the heavy sea started a 
seam and the leak constantly grew worse. I can’t 
tell you how sorry I was to see my boat go down. 
As far as I knew it was stanch in every way and 
was one of the best tugs on the lake. It went 
down about geven miles west of Michigan City in 
ten fathoms of water. 

The Crowell was built about ten years ago 
at Buffalo, but was too large for the work at 
that port. It was then sent to Manistee and 
about five years ago was purchased by the 
nham company. It was fitted with every 
modern appliance and had the reputation of 
being one of the stanchest and most power- 
ful tugs on the lake. The boat was uninsured. 
Capt. Dunham is unable to account for the 
accident. He said: 

There is considerable mystery connected with 
the affair. I cannot see how the boat could have 
sprung a leak. We have owned it for about five

St. Louis, Mo., Dec, 4,—[Special.]—City 
Cheinist Teichman has completed his réport 
on the chemical analysis of the Mississippi 
and Illinois River water, samples of which he 
procured Oct. 11 and 12. The investigation

posed Chicago sewage canal. The report was 
forwarded to Heaith Commissioner Homan 
and formally submitted to the Board of 
Health at its meeting this afternoon. 

The city chemist has found traces of sew- 
age contamination in the Illinois, Missouri, 
and Mississippi Rivers, especially the two 
former, and while he considers the water in 
the river at the chain of rocks 
not dangerous to drink, still its standard is 
not good. He took twenty-three samples 
from points along these rivers. The analysis 
was made for solids in suspension and solu- 
tion, total solids, organic substances, free 


and albuminoic ammonia, chlorides, ni- 
trates, and nitrites, total hardness, and 
phosphates. In the Illinois River chlo- 


rides were found to exist to double and triple 
the amount found in the water at the chain 
of rocks, and seven or eight times greater 
than in the Mississippi River above the mouth 
of the Illinois. 

The chemist’s general conclusion is that the 
water at the chain of rocks is not good. He

REAL OLD GRIP IN CHICAGO AGAIN. 


The Disease Is Not Epidemic, but Many 
People Are Suffering from It. 


Grip genuine, bone-racking grip has made 
its appearance in Chicago, and the prospects 
are it will make an unpleasantly long stay. 
Doctors say itis the genuine grip, and not 
mere influenza, although much of that also 
prevails, Every condition, the weather in- 
cluded, is favorable for the spread of the dis- 
ease, and one physician who has had a great 
deal of experience with it says he fully ex- 
pects a severe epidemic. There can be no 


doubt that a great many persons are ill of 


what they call grip.“ but which is not en- 
titled to that name. Fatal terminations have 
been few, according to the statistics in the 
Health Office. A numberof physicians on 
being asked if they had any cases of grip in 
their practice, expressed themselves as fol- 
lows: 

Dr. F. D. Owsley—I have had a number of cases 
of genuine grip this winter—the real thing. It is 
not influenza, of which I have seen a great many 
— in the last two years. I was in Euro 

daring the great epidemic three years ago, and I 
became familiar * the disease. The grip is a 
distinct, typical disease, in which throat and 
nasal symptoms appear in conjunction with lung 
troubles. These cases I now have on hand ex- 
hibit just these eymptoms ; one of them has de- 
veloped pneumonia. should not be a bit sur- 
prised to see a real grip epidemic.

THE DUTIES OF OFFIOE. 


Messrs. Chetlain, Sears, Hanecy, Gibbons, 
Freeman, and Blanke Formally Intro- 
duced to Assembled Attorney Plans to 
Accommodate the New Men with Rooms

“AD VALOREM” VS, “SPECIFIC” DUTIES. 


Difference Between the Two Methods of 
| Levying Taxes Pointed Out. 

Los Angeles (Cal.) Express: One of the 
main features of the new tariff bill, as pointed 
out by Chairman Wilson of the Ways and 
Means committee, is the substitution largely 
ofad valorem for specific duties. Thisis a 
return to a system which has gradually been 
abandoned by most of the great nations dur. 
ing the last twenty-five years. 

The difference between the two systems 
is that under the “specific” system the 
duty isa fixed amount—so much per pound, 
per yard, per square foot, or some other fixed 
measurement or quantity. Under the ad 
valorem ’”’ system the duty is assessed at a 
certain percentage of the value of the article 
in the country of production. Thus an ad 
valorem duty is uncertain and variable, de- 
pendent not only upon the fluctuations in the 
foreign market of production, but also 
subject to the difference of value in 
different foreign markets. Thus the same 
article or quality of goods, coming from two 
different countries in which the price differed, 


. would pay a different amount of duty. And 


when the article rose or fell in valuein the 
country of production, the amount of duty 
would increase or decrease accordingly. 
Thus there is not only uncertainty upon the 
part of the importer as tothe amount of 
duty that must be paid, but there is also un- 
certainty upon the part of the government as 
to the amount of income which it will receive, 
dependent as it is upon the fluctuations of the 
foreign markets. Under the specific 
system the importer knows exactly what 
duty he will have to pay, and the government 
can estimate with tolerable accuracy its prob- 
able income from customs duties. 

These are the principal features of the two 
systems, honestly and intelligently admin- 
istered. Upon the opportunities offered for 
honest or dishonest administration, Chair- 
man Wilson, in his explanation of the new 
bill, makes the following remarkable state- 
nient: 

Specific duties are objectionable because they 
can be used to conceal large and inequitable 
taxation, and because they lead more readily 
to frauds. as weighers and counters at custom- 
houses are cheaper and more easily corrupted 
labor than that .employed under the ad valorem 
system. 

Itseems hardly possible that Mr. Wilson 
could have written anything so absurd upon 
its face. Weighing and counting must of 
course be done by customs employés under 
one system the same as underthe other. Were 
ther to report a less number or 1 of 
goods than were actually imported under the 
specific system, they would have the same 
opportunity under the ad valorem system. 
And under either there isa check—not abso- 
lute, but approximately so—in the, consular 
invoice, which must accompany every impor- 
tation. But under the ad valorem system 
there is the additional opportunity for fraud 
and the one under which the reatest 
frauds upon the Federal reasury 
have been perpetrated-of undervalu- 
ation. Here is the vital weak- 
ness of the ad valorem system ‘The apprais- 
ers have the absolute power of fixing the val- 
uation of imports for the purpose of assessing 
the tariff subject to an appeal to the Board of 
General Appraisers. They are aided only by 
the certificate of the United States Consul at 
the port of export as to the value there, but 
they are not bound by the Consul’s certifi- 
cate. The appraisers are presumed to be ex- 
perts; but in fixing the value of an article 
not in the home market, but in that of a for- 
eign country, it can readily be seen how easy 
it would be to place the figure a little, or even 
a considerabie, lower than it really should be, 
and how ‘difficult it would be to prove that it 
should have been higher. In fact no one 
but rival importers would have an immediate 
interest in proving that goods had been un- 
dervalued. 

For the last fiscal year, ending June 30, the 
total import and tonnage duties collected in 
the custom-houses of the. United States were 
$177,384,040.56. of which nearly three- 
fourths—viz. : $120,160,048.65—was coilect- 
ed at New York. With a slight undervalua- 
tion of imports it can readily be seen what 
enormous frauds upon the government, al- 
most impossible of detection, the ad valorem 
system affords at that port. And with Tam- 
many administering the custom-house there 
can be no special assurance that the ad va- 
lorem system would not be worked to its 
fullest capacity for fraud.

ofs TO A NATURAL END. i 


Consumption Closes the Career 6f a Man’ 
Who Had Figured in Several Duels. 
with PistolseGevere Wou 
Him a Lesson and Mellowed 
Almost to a Degree of 
Thoughts That Come to a Man W 
He Is Being Filled with Cold Lead. 

As announced in Taz Trisunz of yesterday. 
James W. Connorton, better known as Bad 
Jimmie,“ died Sunday night at his home, No. 
143 Seminary avenue, of consumption. Con- 
norton never fully recovered from the effect 
of the wound he received in his famous duel 
of three years ago with “Doc” Haggerty, 
in which the latter was killed. He was taken 


with consumption a few months ago and 
‘never rallied. 


Jimmie Connorton was quite a character in 
his way. He was about 40 years of age and 
was raised in a rough school, His early asso- 
ciates were bad and Jimmie went to the peni- 
tentiary a number of years ago for a minor 
offense. His friends claimed, and with some 
show of truth, that he was innocent of ‘the 
charge. Heescaped from Joliet and W. W. 
O’Brien, since dead, made application for his 
pardon, The zhowing made was so strong 
and conclusive that executive clemency was 
granted and Connorton was pardoned while an 
escaped convict. He was in Chicago the day 
the pardon was issued and that night severely 
beata man who had appeared as a witness 
against him, , 

His Kansas City Shooting Affray. 

Shortly afterward Connorton went West 
and, while knocking about Kansas City, quar- 
reled with a gambler, who promptly shot 
Connorton through the kidneys. He lingered 
between life and death for a long time, but 
finally recovered, This affair the effect 
of taking a good deal of gun fighting” out 
of Jimmie, although he was always handy 
with his fists and ready to do battle under any 
and all circumstances. He was anything but 

a lazy man, and was one of the best advertis- 
ing solicitors in the country. He traveled ex- 


. tensively in this pursuit, and, when the ad- 


vertisers were loath to make contracts, Jim- 
mie organized a monte or shell party and got 
the money he was after in that way. He was 
in the country a good part of lastsummer 
traveling with a circus company, but was not 
the turbulent, bad Jimmie of old. He 
was mellow, and “the bullet Haggerty 
fired into him, coupled with the heroic opera- 
tions performed by Dr. Owen, which saved 
his life, had broken him down, He hada 
hacking, rasping cough, and was far gone in 
consumption. is eyes were as bright as 
ever, but it was plain to be seen Jimmie’s 
days were numbered. 

e seldom referred to the details of the 
battle. he had with ‘ Doe Haggerty, and 
would only do so to intimate —— He 
insisted that Haggerty was forced to fight 
him, that he himself wanted no trouble. 1 
invariably said Haggerty had to make a 
econ by beating him to death. The “story 

affray as told by Connorton™ was 
graphic. He would act the part of Hagger- 
ty, illustrating the tragedy by gesture and 
quick movement, becoming intensely excited 
as the story reached culmination. 


Wanted to Live for, His Family. 


He was coaxed into telling about it not 
long ago, and as he sank into a chair ex- 
ha usted after its recital he was asked: What 
did you think of while Haggerty was trying 
to shoot you and repeatedly snapping his re- 
volver against your stomach!“ 

Bad Jimmie’s eyes filled with tears and he 
replied: **I could see nothing but the faces 
of my wife and children. I didn’t want to 
fight. I had to. Haggerty’s pistol was dis. 
charged and I ran across the street and 
jumped into a cab. I drove to the Palmer 
House because I wanted Dr. Owen to see 
me. I was afraid some ‘little penny weight 
doctor would get me and probe me to 
death. From the Palmer House I was taken 
home. I wanted to live for my family.” 

John W. Connorton. who is the proprietor 
of a chop-house in Calhoun place, says that 
J. W. Connorton, who died Sunday, has never 
been connected with the . as 
printed in Tun Trisunez.
